His disavowal of a 


nrench naval officer's article, c'on- 
loning Germany's submarine meth- 
xls and declaring the U-boat offered 
i means to crush British naval pow- 
r, has mollified the British. 


Sarraut and Admiral De Bon have 


loth placed their government on re- 
•ord as desiring no war against Bri- 
ain and' as not approving of sub- 
narine ruthlessness. 


In these circumstances, the naval 


•ommittcemen expect that Paris can 
scarce!}' rejec't the Root resolution 
outlawing the submarine as a wea- 


n against merchantmen. 
That there has been a real strain

Still Bear Tax 


The war tax on many of the every 


day necessities will make its exit to- 
night at midnight, when the proprie- 
tory and certain phases of the excise 
tax will be repealed, according to 
an act passed this year. 


The tax on railroad fares, which 


is strongly felt by almost everyone, 
will be one of the main things af- 
fected. This item alone saves more 
than ten cents in each direction be- 
tween Rushville and Indianapolis, as 
the tax has been collected at the rate 
of eight percent of the regular fare. 


Along this same line, the tax 
on 


freight and express charges comes 
off on January 
first. 
The tax on, 


telephone and 
telegraph 
messages 


will remain at ten percent of the toll 
charges on calls amounting to over 
15 cents. The postolliee department, 
however, has announced that the tax 
on parcels will be discontinued. The 
postolliee tax has been one revenue 
stamp for each 25 cents in postage. 


The document stamps 
on bank 


notes which amount to two percent, 
will also reuiain, with one exception 
quoted. 'Where a person borrows 
money 
from a banking institution 


and gives Liberty Bonds as full col- 
lateral, there is no revenue tax. If 
bonds are given for only, a portion! 
as security, the bank must collect the 
full amount in revenue. 


Practically every item-on the pro- 


prietary list "will come off. 
These 


items include medicinal-preparations 
and drug store items, soda fountain 
drinks and candies. The tax on mo- 
tion picture 
theaters 
and amuse- 


ments will remain, excepting shows 
which.charge a minimum of ten cents 
for a ticket. 


The tax on motion picture films for 


exhibition will be removed, 
which 


will make the cost to the show own- 
ers cheaper. 


Under the miscellaneous 
excise 


taxes, revisions have just been made 
which apply to works 
of art and 


jewelry. The tax on sculpture, paint- 
ings, statutary, art, porcelains and 
bronzes, will be reduced from ten to 


e percent of the cost of the ar- 


ticle.

An established suit may be re- 
ceived on the deal, (for instance, 
Ace, King. Queen and .Tack, with or 
without other cards'), or it may be 
necessary to force one or more high 
cards out before the suit is estab- 
lished.

are hold, the Ace and King must !>e 
7ilayed before the suit is establish- 
ed.)
